King.  Celeftine the Third was now Pope, 
who defirous to ſnatch that Kingdom ouf 
of Tancreds hands 3 contrived to make Hem 
ry Son of Frederick Emperour, and pros 
miſed him the Kingdom of Naples, upon 
condition he ſhould reſtore to the Church 
thoſe Lands appertaincd to itz and to make 
the matter more eafie, he takes out of the 
Monaſtery Conſtance the Daughter of Willis 
am already well ſtricken ip years, and gives 
her Henry to Wife. And thus paſſed the 
Kingdom of Naples from the Normans, who 
had been the Founders of it, to the Germans. 


Henry the Emperour having firſt ſetled the 


affairs of *Germany , comes into Italy with 
his Wife Comftarce, and his Son of about 
four years old, called Frederick, and with- 
out much dificulty makes himſclf maſter of 
the Kingdom 3 Tancred being already dead, 
and having left hehind him only an Infant 
called Roger, Sometime after Henry dyes 
in Sicily, and Frederick ſucceeds him in the 
Kingdom 3 And in the Empire Otho Duke 
of Saxony, made ſo by the tavour of Inuo- 
cent the Third, but as ſoon as he had got 
the Crown , contrary to all imagination, 
Otho becomes an_ Enemy of the Popes, 
ſeizes on Romania, and prepares to invage 
the Kingdom : whereupon the Pope' Ex- 
communicates him, and he being torlaken 
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Naples Emperour, - Frederick, comes to Frederick, 
For tha, Crown, but the Pope refules peru 
to.crown him, fearful of his. power, and 
wiſhing rather to, drive him out of hay, gs 
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he had driven Otho. Whereupon .Fre 
rick, in anger goes into Germany, and after 


many battails with Otho overcomes him. 
Mean time Innocent dyes, who belides other 
his famous works built the Hoſpital of the 
Holy Ghoſt at Rome, to him ſucceeded Ho- 
worioxs the Third, in whoſe time ſprung up 
the Orders of St, Dominick, and St. Francis 
in the year M CC XYyIII. This Pope 
Crowns Frederick, and Jobn deſcended 
from Baldwin King of Feruſalem (who was 
with the remnant of the Chriſtians in Afis, 
and yet held the Title ) gives him his 


Daughter to wife, and for a Dower con- 


ſigns to him theTitle of that Kingdom , 
whence it comes, that whoever is King of 


Naples, ſtiles himſelf King of Ferwſa
